WHEREAS, It is an open question as to which governmental
jurisdictions may consider providing election services for or participating in a

May 2012 uniform election date election in the Austin area; and

WHEREAS, Council needs to evaluate options to make a fully informed

decision on the timing of a 2012 municipal election; NOW, THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the City Manager shall identify options for a May or a November 2012

City of Austin municipal election, including the purchase or rental of the City’s
own election system and collaboration with other governmental bodies
considering ‘holdir‘l-g”ap election on the May 2012 uniform election date within
the City of Austlin, and évaluate each option’s cost and feasibility, including cost

for staff, training, supplies, and technology.
